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Chronic Disease the Modern Public 
Health

Public health, the very success its past efforts, 
has helped create situation which now faces 
responsibilities serious any its history. 

Health departments came into being largely because 
the necessity for social action against the com- 
municable diseases. Subsequently, maternal and child 
hygiene, nutrition, occupational disease control and 
other phases preventive medicine proved 
worth-while areas which develop programs. 
While work none these spheres complete, the 
achievements them have profoundly altered the 
morbidity and mortality picture from what was only 
years ago. Even the age distribution our popula- 
tion has been affected. the beginning the century, 
less than one-fifth the population the United 
States was years age now the ratio one- 
fourth and, 1960, estimated that almost 
one-third the population will years age 
over.(1) glance the mortality picture reveals that 
whereas the three leading causes death 1900 were 
tuberculosis, pneumonia, and diarrhea and enteritis; 
now the three leading causes are heart diseases, cancer 
and cerebral hemorrhage. (2) 

What those statements signify, course, that 
more people are surviving the period life which 
chronic illnesses become the most important causes 
death. 

Since most chronic ailments are not reportable, our 
knowledge the morbidity from chronic diseases far

more complete. However, was estimated during the 
National Health Survey 1935-1936(3) that approxi- 
mately 25,000,000 persons this country suffer from 
chronic illness with loss from work other usual 
pursuits almost billion days year. This represents 
percent all disability. Even though cases are more 
the older age groups, was found that more 
than three-fourths the cases are among persons 
the productive years life from 64, and that 
one-half before the age 45. pertains 
the diseases which are more common later life, 
especially the diseases. developing the 
administrative approach them, however, should 
borne mind that there sharply defined age- 
bracket for their occurrence. They may affect any 
period life. 

Public health officers have always prided themselves 
being guided the record. Certainly then, even 
from the standpoint morbidity and mortality, 
ignore our responsibilities toward the older 
person and the burden chronic disease generally. 

The social significance chronic illness manifest 
several ways addition the increasing number 
cases and deaths. The cost treatment, coming 
time when income diminished absent, usually 
impoverishes the individual family concerned. Hence, 
the main cost such falls upon society. 
have indicated that the incidence chronic illness 
approximately twice great among persons receiving 
public assistance and those with very low incomes 
among families with incomes above the subsistence 
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level. What not often emphasized the fact that 
persons all walks life are affected and often 
become indigent result. Besides this direct cost 
medical care society, there should mentioned the 
frequently prolonged financial assistance necessary 
families when the wage earner incapacitated. 
great significance, also, the loss productivity. 


Thus far, have looked the epidemiological 
picture and the economic results. equal concern 
should the disruption families and the human 
suffering which cannot expressed quantitative 
terms. 

What Can Done? 


Indeed, one can question the magnitude the 
problem and the social necessity facing it. Next 
might inquire, what can done about it? This dis- 
will directed that question. attempt 
will made analyze our present attitudes, 
examine some the tools and techniques which could 
used attacking the job, and finally point out 
some specific application present public health per- 
sonnel. 

the present time, almost all consideration 
chronic illness has been permeated aura pes- 
simism. have resignedly the fact that 
persons afflicted the point incapacity and impover- 
ishment are treated derelicts. They are often shunted 
into almshouses, county farms and some institutions 
with fancier names where they are hendled manner 
not much different from that several centuries ago. 
Those the early stages disease frequently not 
receive adequate attention, with the result that rapid 
downhill course all too common. This due several 
factors. One the inadequacy present physical facil- 
ities, including hospitals, for the treatment such 
diseases. Another the fact that the health professions 
have heretofore been more intrigued the problems 
acute disease and have been inclined slough off 
the patient with chronic illness. general, apathy and 
defeatism have characterized our attitude toward the 
entire problem. 


What needed active approach and there are 
sufficient grounds for aggressiveness. Recently, there 
have been many evidences constructive thinking and 
action. Official and nonofficial agencies several cities 
and states have turned the spotlight our responsi- 
bilities and opportunities this field and, some 

should take cognizance the present rate 
progress medical science. Only years ago, the 
diagnosis diabetes pernicious anemia was sen- 
tence slow lingering death. Today, with early 
detection and proper treatment, persons with these dis- 
eases can look forward almost normal life. Cur- 


rent developments the treatment cancer, 
the liver and other maladies hold the promise of, 
vast saving life and freedom from disability. 
should not accept chronic disease submissively but 
should attack vigorously, applying our 

Besides advances research, another hopeful sign 
that the medical profession and the public 
appear developing serious approach what has 
been called pre-clinical medicine. This implies the 
tion disease its incipiency before symptoms would 
make ordinary persons consult physician, through 
periodic physical examinations and health 
programs. Until very recently, the idea physician 
person who keeps healthy rather than one who gets 
you well had not met great acceptance the American 
public. Pediatricians have popularized this concept 
great extent far children are concerned, and 
obstetricians are their field. extension 
this philosophy maintaining health has come 
about during the past few years the establishment 
so-called cancer detection centers. These provide for 
rather complete physical examinations apparently 
well persons and lead the discovery great amount 
early pathology many types. fact, properly 
with adequate routine laboratory studies 
and follow-up service these detection centers amount 
general health maintenance program. They have 
been enthusiastically received wherever established and 
offer great opportunity ward off much chronic illness 

Other very recent developments, accelerated during 
the war years, have been the field rehabilitation. 
Instead the old negative attitude concentrating 
the limitations the structural deformity 
could expected, the new positive thinking emphasizes 
function, what can done rather than what 
done. Early ambulation patients, encour- 
agement maximum use the patients’ physical 
resources, and development new physical skills for 
those which may have been lost, have contributed 
our knowledge that many conditions formerly regarded 
incurable actually can overcome. These 
experiences with rehabilitation disclose tremendous 
prospects for human reconstruction. 


Two Positive Approaches 


Thus, our current knowledge the medical aspects 
chronic illness reveals two positive approaches 
the problem. One may termed prevention and 
illustrated the present concern with pre-clinical 
medicine and health maintenance programs. The other 
rehabilitation, the potentialities which are only 
beginning appreciated. 

considering the administrative incorporation 
chronic disease control into the modern public health 
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program, two points view must maintained. One 
long range strategic, and the other immediate 
tactical. the long view, the necessity for collabora- 
tio among health departments, medical profession, 
hospitals and departments welfare obvious. Each 
these has responsibilities the older person with 
chronic illness and must develop appropriate plans 
meet the load. 

Those responsible for hospital planning have 
actually pointed the way for the rest with their 
regionalism and generalization hospital 
services. the view most those concerned with 
hospital construction, chronic disease facilities should 
associated with made part general hospitals 
rather than developed solitary institutions. they 
were properly with general hospital, maxi- 
mum economy could achieved and the medical care 
for illness integrated with that for acute ill- 
ness. The historical secluded facilities 
for the patients with tuberculosis and mental 
disease, disconnected from the main stream medical 
practice, are too glaring ignore. 

Just the hospital administrators, the health 
departments, medical profession, and departments 
welfare must begin plan their future services with 
reference the increasing magnitude chronic 
disease. 

From the standpoint immediate objectives, health 
departments are position direct variety 
their present resources toward the chronic disease prob- 
lem. are inclined underestimate what these 
resources could accomplish and even ignore how they 
could used. 


Statistical Services 


Statistical personnel and machinery have been 
developed for the recording and analysis birth and 
death information, and for reports communicable 
disease. The statistical services modern health 
department are lax, however, unless due attention 
given the problem chronic illness. Heretofore, only 
mortality data have been available and even these have 
not been fully utilized. Now reports morbidity from 
chronic illness are beginning appear cancer con- 
trol programs, disability insurance programs, social 
welfare medical programs and various programs 
prepaid medical The information from all these 
sources should studied elucidating the nature 
the problem. 


Nursing Services 


health nursing services health depart- 
ments have been directed largely into such traditional 
activities communicable disease control, maternal 
health and child health. They have given scant atten- 
tion the patient with chronic illness, leaving this 


largely the hands voluntary nursing agencies. 
That the load now too great handled private 
philanthropy illustrated the growing tendency 
for governmental agencies (usually departments 
welfare) purchase service from these private nursing 
organizations. This naturally raises the question 
whether governmental agencies should them- 
selves with the integration even amalgamation 
visiting nurse and health department nursing services. 
recognized that serious administrative difficulties 
are involved this topic but approach 
the necessity for providing nursing care patients 
with chronic illness their homes brings abruptly 
it. 


Industrial Hygiene 


Industrial hygiene has, until now, devoted itself 
largely toxicological subjects. With the ageing 
the working population and the increasing attention 
security for the worker his job, industrial health 
programs will have pay much greater heed the 
maintenance the general health the industrial 
worker. The use periodic physical examinations with 
adequate arrangements for the correction defects 
found must expanded, déspite the misuse such 
programs the past and the unfortunately justified 
suspicion labor toward them. Emphasis should 
security for the worker his job and his health. 
The maintenance the health the worker and 
inereasing the ratio his period productivity 
his periods disability will obviously benefit all con- 
cerned. Since the diseases are the causes the 
greatest amount disability, industrial hygiene serv- 
ices should, therefore, incorporate into their programs 
attention them. 


Hospital Facilities 


Many health departments have now embarked upon 
hospital surveys connection with the availability 
federal funds for hospital construction. The relation- 
ship this endeavor the chronic disease problem has 
been mentioned previously. particularly important 
that combat the almshouse philosophy the insti- 
tutional the chronically ill patient. High 
standards care, including ample facilities and funds 
for research, should provided. 

The administration hospital licensure health 
departments affords another opportunity for improv- 
ing the quality care. estimating the potential value 
licensure, essential stress the education 
administrators institutions well the 
ment regulations. general, the poorest grade 
hospital facilities and care may found the present 
time those institutions caring for the chronic patient. 
Great advances can made. 
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Health Education 


Health education now acknowledged one 
the functions health department. The health 
educator has responsibility participate the com- 
munity organization and planning for the care the 
patient. also should called upon ineul- 
the adult and older person the knowledge and 
motivation which will assist him prolonging health 
and avoiding some the mental and physical infirmity 
later years. 


Nutrition 


Our nutritionists are still talking almost exclusively 
about vitamins, minerals and proteins. need their 
services combating what now America’s number 
one nutritional defect—obesity. Clinical studies have 
clearly demonstrated the relationship between obesity 
and such diseases hypertension and diabetes. yet 
only the life insurance companies, because they pay 
death benefits, have become acutely aware the sig- 
nificance obesity adult life. Health departments, 
too, have numerous opportunities popularize the 
idea optimum weight. This should integral part 
our nutrition education. 


Mental Health 


program, will called upon concern itself not only 
with children but also with those maturity and 
beyond. Thus far, stress has been placed, and properly 
so, achieving maximum results with persons during 
their early years when behavior patterns are being 
formed. But, there are special problems which often 
occur toward the end life which the mental health 
worker can make significant contributions. Many 
those who have deal with the aged, both their own 
homes and institutions, regard mental health 
important aspect geriatrics. soon this new 
specialty established health departments, who 
are concerned with disease ought seek assist- 
ance for people the later years life. 


Summary 


may said that public health activities, pro- 
longing the average length life, have contributed 
the necessity for chronic disease control. must now 
the further responsibilities engendered that 
need. Current medical advances are providing new 
tools with which work, both prevention and 
rehabilitation. Herein lie the bases for more favorable 
attitudes, with orientation toward health preservation 
rather than disease treatment. 


Public health departments have numerous resourees 


which can used immediately, taetical way, for 
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the attack the chronic diseases. Among these 
statistical, nursing, industrial hygiene, hospital survey 
and licensure, health education, nutrition, and mental 
health services. What need heightened cop 
sciousness the importance the chronic disease prob. 
lem, sharper definition from the statistical 
administrative standpoints, and willingness 
the contributions which the various 
make. 

From the long-range point view, the health office 
may wish consider approaching the new program 
for the cancer, heart disease and 
from the standpoint the disease problem 
whole. Case-finding and other aspects work 
these special disease groups may integrated intos 
genuine health maintenance program. The health officer 
may also wish explore the alignment his depart 
ment’s services with those the medical profession, 
hospitals and departments welfare.

All official and voluntary agen- 
cies, including the health department, were used 
places from which necessary information 
consultative services could obtained. The actual 
survey remained the hands the lay group, each 
member being responsible for one phase and reporting 
general meeting together with suggestions 
necessary steps for the future.

consisting six members, decided that the basic need 
for the Watsonville area was health center, and that 
all other projects should stem from this. Accordingly, 
committee six was appointed fact-finding 
group.

Fish Processing 


Standards for water used within fish canneries 
which were adopted June were rescinded the 
November meeting and new set regulations put 
into effect. The new regulations differ from former 
standards the following ways: 

They make clear that the standards are appli- 
with respect only water which physically 
possible for the canners treat; that is, applies 
waters used within canneries opposed water 
the open bay. 

They specify standards for both whole and 
fish. this respect the standards are improved both 
from the standpoint industry and the Department 
Public Health. 


They provide for application and enforcement 
the standards locality basis with the recogni- 
tion that conditions differ, and desirable apply 
standards areas greatest need first and then 
proceed with enforcement throughout the State.
